A coroner's jury, satisfied despite ruper- 
ficial appearances that Anna Johnson did 
not die by her own hand, returned a ver- 
dict last evening holding Dr. Eva Shaver, 
Clarence Shaver, and Willis E. Harvey to 
the grand jury and formally charging 
them with murder. 

It was the jury’s conclusion the girl 
abortion victim was shot and a suicide 
frame" evolved when it became apparent 
the criminal operation which was to have 
put her out of her trouble would have 
fatal result. 

Who Fired the Shot? 

The verdict did not specify which of the 
three persons was the murderer and 
which the accomplices. Whether the 
bullet was fired by Dr. Shaver, by her 
toomer, or by her son—the sales agent for 
her “little red pills for ladles —remains 
for the grand jury or the courts to de- 
gee 

Coroner Hoffman personally conducted 
the inquest, which was held through 


afternoon and early evening in the East 
Chicago avenue station. He said he be- 


lieved his jury had been influenced in its 


decision by the withholding of the report 


of the Johnson girl's death to the policé 
and by the efforts of the Shavers to spirit 
her sweetheart, Marshall Hostetler, out 


of the country.

MANN FOR 1916? 


Anti-Saloon League Chief De- 
clares Liquor Men Back 
Huge Petition. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., May 28.—[Special.] 
Charges that the liquor forces of the 
United States are attempting to start a 
presidential boom for Congressman 
James R. Mann of Chicago were made 
here tonight by P. A. Baker, general su- 
perintendent of the Anti-Galoon League 
of America. 

According to Dr. Baker, petitions urg- 
ing Mann to become a candidate for the 
presidency are being circulated through- 
out the country. 

The petitions signed are to be presented 
to Mr. Mann on his return from Honolulu 
at a place somewhere between Ban Fran- 
cisco and Chicago, probably Denver. 

League Against Him. 

“The united temperance forces of this 
country will oppose the candidacy of 
James R. Mann for president,” said Dr. 
Baker. “He led the fight on the floor 
against submitting the Hobson-Shepard 
nation-wide prohibition amendment, 
Mann went out of his way to oppose the 
measure; then to cripple it, finally to 
destroy it. The movement to bring him 
forward as a presidential candidate has 
its birth with the liquor interests, If 
the Republican party wants to insure its 
defeat in advance in the next presidential 

election, the way to do it is to nominate

The fire was extinguished by firemen 
after a large number of the pews had been 
destroyed. The organ, a piano, the walls, 
roof, and many of the stained glass win- 
dows were damaged by smoke. The loss 
was estimated at $5,000.

Every taxicab has advertisements for 
men on it. Most of the big buildings have 
recruiting signs on them.

Government Coerces Recruits. 


The government has made efforts in- 
directly to coerce people in certain 
trades. Recently they tried to get all 
grocers to force their clerks to enlist. 
They made another effort to give rallwey 
‘clerks the choice of enlisting or else hav- 
ing to hunt for other positions. 

Special battalions with special names, 
such as the sportsmen, footballera, etc., 
have been reised with the expectation 
that the name would appeal to a par- 
ticular class. 

While all/ these means have worked to 
a certain extent, some of them largely 
and others hardly at all, on the whole 
the campaign has not furnished and is 
not furnishing enough men.

JEWS BY THE THOUSANDS 
LEFT DESTITUTE IN TURKEY. 


Relief Committee Gets Report from 
American Ambassador Telling 
Conditions Along Dardanelles. 


The American Jewish relief committee 
has received from Secretary Bryan the 
following report.from the American am- 
bassador at Constantinople: 

“There are approximately 1,500 Jews 
from Gallipoli and Dardanelles who have 
been obliged to leave their homes. They 
are scattered at Pauderma, Rodosto, and 
Constantinople and they are in absolute 
want. Grand rabbi and committee beg for 
prompt assistance for them and for indi- 
gent Jews in Constantinople, who number 
about 5,000.“ 

The grand rabbi of Turkey in a letter 
just transmitted writes from Constanti- 
nople: 

“Nearly 5.000 individuals are without 
any support, and this number is increas- 
ing daily. My last resource is to implore 
you to intervene on behalf of our commu- 
nity with Jews of America, so that they 
may, by sending immediate aid, enable us 
to meet the demands for help for at least 
two or three months.”

Oil Film Not Practicable on 


Lagoons Used by 


TO GUARD LAKE FRONT

The south park commission has taken 
up Tap Taisunp’s anti-mosquito crusade. 
Supt. J. F. Foster announced yesterday 
that the pools in Grant park east of the 
Art institute will be olled throughout the 
season. When not oiled these pools have 
acted as mosquito breeding places, with 
resultant discomfort to occupants of 
Michigan avenue clubs and hotels. 


Other Precautions Taken. 

Other precautions will be taken to put 
an end to mosquitoes throughout the 
south park system. 

“I have obtained bulletins from the 
government and from the city health de- 
partment, and it seems that oiling is the 
most effective treatment,” said Supt. Fos- 
ter. “ Weare going to use oll wherever it 
can be done advisedly. 

“A special difficulty presents itself, 
however, in the lagoons where boats are 
used. 


Fish to Be Used. 

“ Splashing with the oars and the move- 
ment of the boats renders it impossible to 
maintain a film, and, moreover, oil 
splashed on clothing would ruin it. Mani- 
festly we cannot use ofL 

“ We will use fish in the lagoons, how- 
ever, to destroy the mosquito larvae. 
While there is little current on the pools, 
they are not stdgnant, as fresh water is 
flowing in all the time and there is an 
outlet to each pool.”
